Therefore, his statement that they get ‘‘nil’’ 
in salaries cannot be accurate. 
_ His inference (quoting the Bishop of Derry) 
is that Catholics are nearly all employés in 
the service of his co-religionists. My ly 
to that is that if there had been no scans. 
cation fo the lands of the natives, the employés 
in these counties would to-day be the 
employers. It is seldom one hears of the 
despoiled being upbraided for his lack of the 
world’s substance by the spokesman of the 
despoiler. 
He thinks he has, at length, scored a 
point in that: ‘‘ When my friends were in 
power in the Enniskillen Urban Council they 
never erected one house.” The quality of his 
“ facts” can be judged from this one. The 
Nationalists first came to power in 1914, and 
they were out of office in 1921. From 1914 
to 1918 we had a world war, when the British 
Government forbade Councils spending money 
upon housing, among other things. ‘The 
Council, as a matter of fact, had a scheme in 
hands for 300 houses at a large cost. It had 
had to be pigeon-holed during the war and 
long after its termination, when finance was 
in such chaos that a loan could not be 
negotiated. Then the Northern Government 
descended upon the Council in the form of a 
jerrymandering bomb, which ended its 
existence. 
Of a like quality is his comparison of the 
unemployment benefit paid here and cross the 
border. Quoting the rate of benefit paid in 
Eire to all the unemployed, he contrasts it 
with the sta&dard benefit paid in the six 
counties to only those who can satisfy the 
severe conditions of the various Insurance 
Acts, including steady periods of employment 
in the previous insurance year. The maximum 
benefit paid here to the land worker, who 
is ‘in the vast majority, even if he have 
ten in his family, is hmited to 41s. The 
rate for the unemployed assistance claimants 
is much less than this for many. 
Mr. Kerr, again, merely lifted the curtain 
upon the sunny side of the scene. If he had 
wished to tell your readers of the unvarnished 
truth, he could have quoted from recent 
reports of the Northern Parliament that the 
unemployed worker is now being offered the 
alternative of going to troubled areas in Eng. 
land or of remaining at home, minus money 
to pay for food, fire or rent. In Eire a 
married man gets £1 4s.; here, unless he 
agrees to deport himself to a belligerent 
country, he is left to destitution. Thousands 
are idle; but not receiving one penny. 
If he had known the truth, Í think the 
Rev. Mr. Kerr would have maintained a 
decent silence over old age pensions. His 
friends, the Unionist mem from the six 
counties, opposed: tnat bill in 1910, when the 
Nationalists spoke and voted for it. If the 
r people had been waiting for Mr. Kerrs 
political colleagues, meee the representa- 
tives of Trinity College, to N- they would 
still be minus all pensions, big or little. 
In the past ten years the Northern 
Government had been appealed to by the 
Opposition parties to grant additional allow- 
ances to old age pensioners. Their reply in- 
variably was that they could not afford it! 
It was only when the Labour element in 
the British Government induced the Cabinet 
there to move that the Belfast statesmen 
found they could now afford it all right, with 
a world war to finance at the same time!

To-day the right of public trial is being 
denied to Nationalists. Many of them have 
been arrested on mere suspicion of “ being 
about to commit an offence” and kept in 
custody, even though they have been willing 
to meet any charge. ot a few of them 
were never in any political organisation. 
Regulation 22, B (3), reads :— 

“ A person examined under this Regu- 
lation shall not be excused from answer- 
ing any question on the ground that the 
answer thereto may incriminate himself.”’ 

No application may be made to the Court 
on the internee’s behalf, since no judicial. 
tribunal has any jurisdiction over him. He 
is, in short, an outlaw. 

Many of the police, who are supposed to be 
above politics, are members of the Orange 
Order, which openly defied the Government 
proclamation in 1935, and thereby provoked a 
riot which ended in death and the destruc- 
tion of cy le Sir Joseph Davison com- 
pelled the Home Secretary to withdraw the 
proclamation after the Orange Order had 
openly broken it. 

An ex-M.P. (Dr. Wilson) at Warrenpoint 
on 12th July, 1938, pomedy advised. his 
hearers: ‘‘Any, of you who can beg or borrow 
a. revolver or gun of any kind, get it, because 
in the near future you will need it.” A Rev. 
Stanley Thompson was reported as saying: 
“ Get, back your rifles and we can dictate 
our own terms.” None of these gentlemen 
were arrested or even cautioned, indeed, one 
of them threatened the Home Secretary of 
what would happen if he were interfered 
with! A Nationalist youth found in pos- 
session of a copy of a prohibited publication 
would be sent to prison for a long stretch.

another for Mr. Kerr’s groups. 

I regret to have taken up so much of your 
valuable space. The controversy originally 
arose out of the statement of the Rev. Mr. 
Kerr that Nationalist propaganda was bei 
made out of “ oo Grievances.”’ 
have satisfied myself and, I hope, most of 
your readers, that our grievances have a very 
substantial foundation. When Mr. Kerr can 
explain away the facts I have given, I. shall 
then be ready to follow the odd spring hares 
he raises out of the whin bushes of 
Fermanagh. 

In regard to appointments generally, I would 
in a free Ireland, strongly support a system 
of public examination, and for professional 
posts, the recommendation of an independent 
outside authority.

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THE BREAD DISPUTE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sim,—There have been interesting items of 
late in your valuable paper on the pending 
bakery dispute, and it is to be hoped that 
the Court of Inquiry will soon be able to 
arrive at a decision for the tranquillity of all 
concerned. 

It would be a waste of time to go into all 
the threadbare arguments, such as the vicious 
circle of the cost of living necessitating rise 
of wages, thus again increasing the cost of 
living, etc.; but there are one or two factors 
in the dispute which do not seem to have 
been brought to light. 

It would seem ost significant that dis- 
putes in the bread trade are all too frequent 
in the big er centres, where there are large 
firms which tend to monopolise the trade, 
and the policy of these firms, or certain of 
them, would seem to call for criticism. 
Large 
full production if loss is to be avoided, and 
to accomplish this certain practices are in- 
dulged in, which must appear to the opera- 
tives as extravagancies, and, as such, will 
form an incentive to the workers in their 
demands for higher wages. 


One instance in particular is the sale of i 


bread while still hot. No intelligent person 
eats bread while it is hot, and few want to 
do so. As a consequence it has to be kept 
either under the retaiier’s counter or in the 
larder until it is m a fit state for consump- 
tion. When sold hot, bread becomes sodden, 
is easily mutilated and dirtied, so that oftener 
than not the vanman is called upon to ex- 
change damaged bread from the previous day. 
ary sale of be bhé is aéinilioidhr wares 
ut, particularly is it so at a time when ev 
resource of the country should be carefully 
husbanded. 

To enable the master baker to send out 
hot bread, the bakers have to appear on duty 
at an ier hour than the scheduled union 
time, and for this they receive overtime pay, 
which adds to the cost of production. 

Bread which has been allowed to cool for, 
say, six to eight hours is still almost too 
fresh to eat, but it will stand up to trans- 
port better than hot bread, and is more 
wholesome. i 


The Army authorities when placing con- 
tracts for the supply of bread stipulate that 
it shall’ have been baked not less than 


twenty-four hours and not more than forty- 
eight when delivered, and they are no mean

Cases are by no means infrequent in which 
bread can be bought even a hundred miles 
away from the seat of production at a cheaper 
price than is possible in the home town, 
where prices are watched and controlled by a 
local association of the masters. 

While the answer to such accusations is 
nearly always that the bread so_reduced in 
rice is by agents and not by the master 
akers ‘themselves, it is obvious that the 
discounts to the agents must be such 
as to enable them to sell at the cut prices 
and still make a profit. 


is money to spare for such 
extravagances there is mnoey to spare for an 
increase of wages. While such abuses of 
Association rules and prices exist, there will 
always be a corresponding attitude of unrest 
among the operatives. 

It has to be admitted that the published 
balance sheets of some of the larger bakeries 
show what would appear to be a substantial 
profit, but in the majority of such cases it 
will be found that there is a flour mill at the 
back of the business, and it is more 
likely that it is upon the milling that the 
rofit is made. The high rate of wages, the 
steadily rising cost of raw materials and over- 
head expenses, together with present-day 
taxation, leave little or no margin in the 
baking trade pure and simple, especially for 
the smaller firms. It may, however, be upon 
the smaller firms that the country will have 
to rely should a state of “‘ emergency” ever 
arise. | 
Unfortunate it is, indeed, that the present 
moment should have been chosen—and chosen 
I fear it was—to advance a demand which 
would seem to have little if any justification; 
and one might have, indeed, hoped that at a 
time of crisis such as the present, when the 
country, though avoiding war, is being 
schooled to the possibility of an “emergency, 
and when the Government is steering the 
barque with considerable skill, all sections 
of the community would have centributed 
loyally to the common cause by avoiding dis- 
putes, and that, particularly so, in the case 
of one of the essential industries which 
already enjoys conditions of pay which few 
others can yaunt.—Yours, etc.,

LOCAL GOVERNMENT 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—Public representatives and the many 
people through the country who are in- 
terested in public affairs have long passed 
the stage where they can view the failures 
of the Local Government Department with 
anything but the gravest alarm. Somethirg 
must be done, and soon. Nearly every local 
body has spoxen in the last few years, as 
the Dublin Corporation spoke last Monday. 
Everywhere one goes one hears bitter com- 
ments and grim jokes about the inefficiency 
which characterises everything done by the 
Custom House. You, sir, and the contribu- 
tors of articles in your columns on local 
government affairs, have tried patiently for 
a long time to bring about an improvement. 
Instead of improvement, there 1s, if any 
change at all, a change for the worse. 

The new Minister has not thus far shown 
that he intends to make the big reforms 
which the situation requires. It was thought 
for a time that the change of Ministers would 
be followed by the internal changes at the 
Custom House which alone can save the 
whole Local Government system from chaos. 
It looks now as if the ministerial shuffle 
meant nothing. 

Can anyone suggest some way by which 
Mr. de Valera can be prevailed upon to act? 
What about Dublin Corporation, or the 
General Council of County Councils, or both 
bodies calling a special meeting to examine 
the problem and demand action by the Go- 
vernment? I know that some of the public 
representatives are blessing the emergency, 
and hoping that it will Keep people from 
troubling about anything short of an in- 
vasion. They are wrong in that; for the 
people are much more troubled about the 
Government’s failure to deal with our pre- 
sent problems, one of the greatest of which. 
is the failure of the public service, the worst 
exampl> being that at the Custom House. 

In any case how can we face a real emer- 

ency with such inefficient weapons as those 
for which Mr. Ruttledge is a ay ag a 
Yours, etc., ae: my bó 


Co. Sligo, November 21st, 1940.

Travel in Pictures : 


The Ruling South 


I have been reading Monsieur Roché, 
until recently Secretary to the French ™ 
Embassy in London, on the subject of. his confréres. 
France*s public service. His reference to 
the influence of geography on the recrnit- 
ing of civil servants in his country is not 
without interest to Ireland, where a 
similar phenomenon has for long been 


observed. 

Monsieur Roché states that 60 per cent. 
of French public servants are southerners, 
born south of the Loire. There are, in 


addition, those southerners in the service 
whose families have flocked during the 


past century to northern parts, mainly to 


Paris—“‘ that great hothouse of budding 
civil servants.’’ So it would appear that 


the proportion of southerners in the 
administration must be very high indeed. 

Monsieur Roché ventares upon explana- 
tions as to the reasons why France is 
“ruled ” by the south and why admini- 
stration has such appeal to the southern 
mind. 


The Reasons Whu 


. His first explanation is that. French 
southerners are more gifted for examina- 
tions, “ as far as quick-wittedness is con- 
cerned,’’ than people from the north. 
Their elocution is good, he proceeds, and 
they have a strong taste for Latin logic. 
They like things to be well-written and 
well-said. They are, therefore, better 
prepared for State examinations. They 
have—as part of their temperament, 
according to Monsieur Roché—a definite 
propensity towards philosophical or poli- 
tica! discussions and towards all things 
connected directly or indirectly with 
public affairs. 

He advances the further explanation 
that the south, being less industria] than 
the north. there are not so many outlets 
for private initiative. “The south is 
full of delightful, but somewhat drowsy, 
old cities, where the charm of the past 
develops outward eloquence and inward 
scepticism, two qualities which make its 
inhabitants believe that they are endowed 
with political sense.’’ 

I wonder if somewhat similar circum- 
stances elsewhere can be somewhat 
similarly explained ? 


Thorn Trees 
Mr. Vaughan Cornish, D.Sc., of Cam- 


berley, in Surrey, has requested the help 
of Irish County: Council Secretaries in 
connection with an investigation upon 
which he is engaged on the subject of 


historic thorn trees in Britain and Ireland. 

He mentions Salcombe Regis Thorn at 
Sidmouth, Devon, and states that the 
people of Salcombe Regis believed that 
the welfare of the parish was linked in 
some mysterious way with the life of the 
thorn. Whenever the tree died there was 
general uneesiness until another tree was 
planted with public ceremony accom- 
panied by music. 

Dr. Cornish states further that it is 
principally in Ireland that the veneration 
of isolated thorn trees is maintained. He 
hopes to establish the part of Ireland 
where the custom originated and from 
which it spread to other parts of this 
island and to Britain. Perhaps some of 
my readers may be able to contribute to 
Dr. Cornish’s investigation. 


The Cariton Club 


i" The enforced abandonment of the 
Carlton Club, one of the most select— 
indeed, exclusive—of all London political

clubs, will recall memories of the great 
Duke of Wellington, who, during his 
Premiership and after, did much to pro- 
mote fraternity amd conviviality among 


It was at his instance that the club 
was founded, and it was opened in 1832. 
The premises at 10 Pall Mall had pre- 
viously been occupied by the famous firm 
of Christie, then, and still, celebrated as 
auctioneers of famous paintings, works of 
art, and the like. It was to the Carlton, 
incidentally, that the popular definition 
of a London club was first applied—'“ a 

ducal mansion with the duke lying dead 
upstairs.’’ 

It was in the Carlton, the actual head- 
quarters of the Conservative Party, that 
the historic political meeting took place 
in 1922 which eventually produced the 
downfall of Mr. Lloyd George’s coalition 
and the formation of the new Government 
under the leadership of Mr. Bonar Law. 

The building was planned on the lines 
of the famous Sansovino Library of St. 
Mark’s at Venice. 


Travel Posters 


With foreign travel at a standstill, the 
windows of the travel agencies are filled 
with posters of local interest to replace the 
alluring pictures of other lands—and a 
few of our native posters are well worth 
looking at. There are a couple of copies 
of Paul Henry’s work, and some good 
designs done by lesser known artists, but, 
enerally speaking, Irish travel posters 
Tack the lurid splashes of colour with 
which. Italy, Switzerland, Germany and 
America call attention to their native 
beauty spots. 

An enterprising friend of mine has 
found in these posters, not needed now 
by the agencies, a cheap, bright and par- 
ticularly attractive means of decorating 
his country cottage. An Oige also uses 
posters to good advantage in the hostels. 
I think it was in a hostel that I saw one 
of Paul Henry’s posters framed in very 
thick, unplaned wood, and the whole effect 
was very pleasant against the whitewashed 
wall. 

I have heard of a man who papered ,his 
room with beer bottle labels. Here is a 
medium capable of stirring up memories 
equally pleasant !

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 


LECTURE 


ah esterday at the Royal Dublin 
Society, Ballsbridge, on “ The Thermal 
Regions of New Zealand,” Dr. J. €. Sperrin- 
Johnson, M.A., M.8c., Professor of Botany, 
University College, Cork, dealt with a weird, 
fascinating region in the north island of New 
Zealand, characterised by earthquakes, mud 
volcanoes, boiling springs and geysers. 

In describing the mud jr sulphurous 
geysers of Whakawerawera the lecturer ex- 
plained the formation of sinter or silicia 
terraces through evaporation and deposition 
in a thin sheet of water containing the 
requisite minerals. Thus arose the incom- 
parable pm and white terraces, fan-like 
series of stepped basins 100 feet high, 
enthusiastically described by Froude and 
other travellers, as one of the world’s 
wonders. He told how a great eruption of 
the neighbouring Mount Tarawera destroyed 
the terraces, the town of Wairoa and several 
Maori villages. . 

Dr. Sperrin-Johnson, with the aid of slides, 
showed how the “ moon people ” utilise the 
hot pools for bathing and cooking, and gave 
an account of ite Island, named by 
Captain Cook in 1769.

Hours of Despair

HE Emeritus Professor of Imperial 
History in the University of London 

has a difficult task. To write the history 
of a nation is to write the history of » 
‘person—a unitary being. The fate and 
Stade of a people, their spiritual life, 
literature, crafts and culture, all are 
interrelated like the members of a body 
which has a single form, its soul. 
write the history of an institution like the 
British Empire is an entirely different 
task; for here we have a number of 
ples, most of which have historical 
antecedents which are not a part of 
imperiai history, and some of which Have 
aspirations or spiritual associations which 
never have been brought into the imperial 
system. A history of the British Empire, 
whether for the hundred years surveyed 
by Professor Newton, or for a longer 
period, cannot resemble the history of a 
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nation, therefore, but must be restricted 
to the common element in the affairs of 
many races, States and communities ; that 
element is a political circumstance. 
Imperial history is the history, not of 
peoples, but of a political institution; 
some would say, a political experiment. 
Its writing is a task, first, for the jurist, 
and then for the political philosopher. 
Professor ‘Newton does not appear to 
grasp this principle. It may be that his 
office was designed for the purpose of 
creating and fostering an imperial sense 
of unity, transcending national and 
spiritual ideals, and that his book is to 
be read as propaganda to that end rather 
than as strict history. If so, he is 
singularly unimaginative in his vision of 
his theme. Augustus gave a similar office 
to a writer, in the interests of Roman 
imperialism, but he chose a poet instead 
of a professor, and Virgil went to 
mythology for his imperial epic. In the

It bade all its 
members to subdue their laws, customs and 
cults to the deified State. It was, in effect, 
a religious institution. As such it throve 
until there grew within its bounds a 
spiritual institution whose members would 
go to the arena rather than ,ecognise 
sesar as their God. 


Facts Without Philosophy 

The modern imperialist does not deify 
the State, and thus he has neither the 
weakness nor the strength of the Roman. 
Since he makes only material claims for 
his ideal, he does not challenge religion ; 
but he ‘necessarily fails, at the same time, 
to touch the springs of inspiration. In his 
effort to do for the British Empire what 
Virgil did for the Roman, while he refrains 
from making spiritual claims, Professor 
Newton produces a dull book. He amasses 
facts with magnificent industry, and sets 
them forth with the accuracy of an 
accountant writing bills of lading, or of 
a civil servant writing minutes and 
digests. He describes the peopling of 
Canada, the Kaffir wars, the annexation 
of rich Indian lands, growth by accretion 
in three continents, the rise of the 
canning and meat and banana “‘ indus- 
tries,’’ Joseph Chamberlain’s conquest of 
the Boer Republics, and the discussions 
with native parties over the division of 
authority in the Indian Empire. Here 
are facts in plenty, but never a reason for 
their’ co-ordination, save the accident of 
circumstance: facts, but no philosophy. 


Ireland as the Keystone 


The author is manifestly uneasy. He 
shows by his very vagueness that he is 
conscious of a want in his work. A 
Kipling would have been more bluff and 
downright, saying ‘‘ We English, we are 
the ple— 

‘* Shall we borrow a rag from the Boer 

Or an Irish liar’s shirt,”

What were termed inter-imperial relations 
were discussed; and Professor Newton, by 
the way, makes the same criticism that the 
Irish Times raised fourteen years ago— 
namely, that inter-mperial is a linguistic 
mistake for intra-imperial, since the word 
chosen really signifies “ between empires,’ 
not “within an empire.’’ The outcome of 
the conference was the famous Balfour 
Declaration, which laid down the equality 
in status of the Dominions and the United 
Kingdom. How largély the Irish delega- 
tion was responsible for this departure, 
Professor Newton hardly hints; yet his 
book is not true to its title when it fails 
to make clear the momentous effects of the 
work of Mr. Kevin O’Higgins and 
Professor MacGilligan on the subsequent 
evolution of what now came to be known 
as the British Commonwealth as distin- 
guished from the Empire. 

Through the work of Irishmen, a dis- 
tinction was established between a circle 
of Sovereign States, the Commonwealth, 
and a system of colonies subject to one 
of those States, but not related to the 
rest. This opened the way to subsequent 
developments, over which Professor 
Newton passes in silence, though the 
limitations in the Balfour Declaration 
were set aside completely by the Irish 
State; and who can measure the import- 
ance of that precedent? 


What is ** Association *’? 

To-day, the Irish State and the States 
of the British Commonwealth are not 
linked by the principles of 1926; they are 
linked only by the novel principle of 
‘* Association,’’ of which Professor Newton 
takes no cognisance, although its definition 
is the most interesting problem which his 
book suggests. In 1940, we have seen it 
proved that associated States may be, one 
at war, the other at peace, with a third 
protagonist. The only limitation which 
association seems to impose is that 
associated States cannot be at war with 
each other. The principle seems to be 
simply that of peaceful co-operation, and 
some of us wonder whether it would not 
provide a happy example for the 
relations, not merely of Ireland and 
England, but of all the nations of 
Christendom. 

The extraordinary situation in imperial 
affairs which has developed during 1940 
is not envisaged in Professor Newton's 
book at all. The United States of America 
have occupied, by agreement, all the 
British bases in the New World except 
Canada and Newfoundland, but those 
Dominions are brought automatically into 
a North American association for defence. 
German propaganda represents this de- 

arture as the virtual annexation to the 

nited States of British territory. The 
answer to that contention would be easier 
to find if Professor Newton had discussed 
the new relations of Ireland with Britain ; 
for surely the future American-British 
relations are likely to take a similar form. 

At any rate, it is manifest that the 
British Commonwealth must emerge from 
the war in a wholly different form from 
that in which it entered it. That much 
was recognised when, last June, England 
made the astonishing proposal of an 
Anglo-French Union, a fusion of two vast 
sovereignties. Elasticity is the charac- 
teristic of English law and British con- 
stitutional growth ; but Professor Newton’s 
book does not contemplate the elasticity 
which would admit an Anglo-French 
union, or an American occupation of 
British bases, or yet an unbroken associa- 
tion betweén belligerent Britain and 
neutral Ireland. Plainly, a more intrepid 
writer is needed to define the British 
Commonwealth, its past history, present 
state, and future potentialities, 


The Real England 


England Without End. By John R. Allan. 

8/6 net, 
AVE for brief intervals in the towns, 
Mr. Allan has passed the greater 
portion of his travels through England in 
exploration of the countryside, and in 
investigating and meditating upon its 
problems, social and agricultural. 
He is a true Scot, with a certain hard 
canniness of outlook, and all his observa- 
tions are tempered with shrewd sense. He 
appreciates the thoroughness with which 
his countrymen are making the wilder- 
nesses in certain of the English counties 
to blossom like the proverbial rose, but he 
also realises that there are more things in 
life than work and the making of money, 
and he turns a sympathetic eye to the less 
thrifty Southerner. 
For there are many Scottish in England, 
notably in Norfolk, whose more intensive 
farming is reaping rewards, where the | 
original inhabitants are living pry 
enough. Indeed, he is preoccupied with 
the rural side of English life. He sees in 
the return to the !and, and in the solu- 
tion of the various problems besetting 
country life, tho ultimate salvation of 
England—the stage on which that newer, 
better and happier England shall play its 
part when the strife of the present time is 
over and done with. 
Much of the English countryside is 
covered in this book. There are Norfolk, 
Wales, Dorset and Devonshire among his 
explorations, and hotels, quiet country 
inns, and such rural amenities as strong 
beer and cider are not lacking. There is 
humour in the book, and faith and a 
certain beauty as the author writes of 
scenery and picturesque incidents. But 


in what Mr. Allan considers to be the 
essential England, and the reader cannot 
fail to agree with such robust and sensible 


findings as he brings forth.

Novel Autobiography

Most autobiographies fall into one of 
two categories—those that consist 
entirely of rather dull fact, and those in 
which the fact 1s enhanced with the addi- 
tion of fictional colour. The second class 
is by far the more readable, and ‘‘ Calico 
Pie ” gives one the impression of belong- 
ing to this class. It is every bit as 
readable as the average modern novel— 
more readable than some. 

In this age, when every artist is trying 
to be original, eccentricity is becoming— 
parasouseally aur common. But Mr. 

ulliamy’s eccentricity has, somehow or 
other, a natural ring about it. It does not 
give the impression of affectation, or 
eccentricity for its own sake—except in 
the case of his childhood. His childhood 
thoughts, as recorded in the first few 
chapters, seem altogether too logical, too 
quaintly childish to be genuine. | 


Changing Scenes 


The book is written in a delightfully 
unconventional style, and follows no fixed 
FA To his engagement and marriage 

e devotes a few lines; to Leslie Banks 
and a bowler hat several pages. 

Mr. Vulliamy is apparently one of those 
brilliant persons who is not capable of 
getting down to anything; he is forever 
wandering aimlessly from one idea to 
another. He was born of “ sub-wealthy ” 
radically Welsh parents at Llangwisgog, 
and there are several chapters dealing with 
the petty snobberies of the society in this 
place, to which he frequently returned 
in later years. From this place his 
wanderings brought him to Oxford, as a 
student ; to Newlyn, as a painter; to the 
Balkans, as a soldier; to London, as a 
publisher, and later as a writer; and to 
various other places in a variety of other 
capacities. @ was apparently, more 
successful at his hobby, archeology, than 
most men are at their life-work. 


The Cult of Dogs 


Though always interesting, and at times 
engrossing, Mr. Vulliamy never shows him- 
self as really likeable. He is too completely 
an egotist; a snobbish egotist at that. 
His complete lack of consideration for the 
feelings of others is evident in every line 
of the book, and there is one passage 
which will undoubtedly estrange him from 
a great many readers who might otherwise 
be inclined to look upon ‘‘ Calico Pie’’ in 
a friendly light. The passage runs as 
follows :— 

“Then there is man’s malodorus, 
insanitary, noisy and obscene com- 
— the dog. The cult of this 
rute is among the sad and incom- 
prehensible things of modern life. It 
reduces the cynophil and cynomaniac 
to the level of an imbecile, an 
imbecile in whom the finer sensi- 
bilities are completely extinct. It is 
the dog, of course; -who ought to be 
extinct, at any rate in urban areas, 
and I have no doubt that, if ever man 
reaches a state of even moderate 
civilisation, this will be the case. We 
might, perhaps, keep a few of the 


course, the sheepdog is indispensable.’’ 

On the whole, however, ‘‘ Calico Pie’’ is 

very well worth reading, and unlike most 

autobiographies, it is a book that will be 
read, from cover to cover. 


Religion and the War 


This War and Christian Ethics. A

á bee is an excellent book for aiding 
clear Christian thinking about the 
war and its issues. Most of the writers 
avoid saying petulantly that, oí course, 
this is a just war, and the thorny subjects 
of Pacifism, Propaganda and the Righteous 
Cause are considered with a welcome 
measure of detachment and sweet reason- 
ableness. 

Those who are familiar with the writings 
of Alec R. Vidler will find in this volume 
a refreshing essay on the theology of 
Pacifism. Canon Cockin writes of the 
Judgment of God, and warns us against 
being led astray by the over-simplification 
of the facts on the part of political leaders. 
The general reader will probably declare 
that Donald Attwater’s article on ‘‘ The 
Modern Dilemma’”’ raises the questions 
which the Church avoids raising, and 
exposes the irrelevance of many present- 
day pulpit utterances. Father Gerald 
Vann outlines the official teaching of the 
Church on the subject most lucidly. 

One or two of the essays fall into the 
snare of special pleading, or else verge on 
the commonplace ; but, as a symposium of 
the best English Christian thought on the 
war, it is to be highly recommended.

The satistics of external trade for 
October last indicate a position 
which has not been reached in any 
month since the State was first set 
up. On the trade for the month the 
balance is a credit one, instead of 
being adverse, as has always been the 
case. 

The total figures of exports and 
imports for the month were as

It is noted that the adverse balance has 
been falling substantially for the last few 
months. In June last it was £2.103,684, in 
July £940,082, in August £521,357, and in 
September £389,378. This has now been 
turned into a credit balance of £45,641. 

Qn the export side there is the further re- 

arkable fact that the value of theso was 
£3,143,509, the highest for the year. This 
may be taken as indicating that the values 
of exports have been enhanced. 

The fall in the value of ‘imports was shown 
in all classes of goods brought in—namely, 
live animals, food, drink and tobacco; other 
raw materials and manufactured goods, and 
parce! post. Exports under the same headings 
were higher in each casa than in the cor- 
responding month in: 1939.

The second Dornier was attacked as it 
came in over the Sussex coast and crashed 
in open country near Newhaven.

COUNTER-ATTACK EXPECTED

The reverse to the Italians has baen so 
marked, that one must. assume the earliest 
possible effort to neutralise it, by at least 
a partial counter-advance. This, how- 
ever, is by no means an easy task. From 
the Italian point of view, the Greek 
victory has taken. place at the very worst 
— time of the year. December, 

anuary and February are the most severe 
months in this part of the world, and 
really mild weather need not be expected 
before April. There are few really good 
roads, even yet, and there can be no 
question of their upkeep in present cir- 
cumstances. Consequently, there is not 
likely to be any large-scale employment of 
tanks, heavy artillery, motor transport, 
etc. And no Italian advance will be very 
easy unless it can dispose of a superiority 
of such material. 


VALUE OF AIRCRAFT 


The operations have given another illus- 
tration of what can, and what cannot, 
be expected from a local superiority in 
the air. Just as in former times cavalry 
and artillery were normally’ used to cover | 
a retreat, so, on this occasion, the Italians 
used their Air Force for the same pur- 
pose. They are said to have employed 
no fewer than 400 ’planes on this work— 
with the natural result of slowing up the 
Greek pursuit. It was only when the 
British, in turn, intervened in force with 
their aviation that the Greeks were able 
to resume their forward movement. It is 
likely that winter conditions will soon 
reduce aerial activity. It will only be 
possible to use ‘‘made’’ aerodromes, 
which are not very numerous. Ex- 
landing fields would be 
This, too, 
will tend to rather favour the Greeks— 
for the reason that you don’t miss what 
you were never used to. 


POLITICAL CONSEQUENCES 


The political consequences of the Greek 
victory could be very far-reaching. It is 
stated that it is being welcomed in Yugo- 
Slavia, and it can scarcely be without 
repercussions inside Albania itself. Then, 
again, it will certainly affect very 
adversely the activities of the Italian 
mission in Syria. The effect in Bulgaria 
and Turkey Is not so easy to calculate; it 
cannot, however, fail to slow down pro- 
Axis moves, at least to some extent.

STRATEGIC ADVANTAGES 


How far it is possible to exploit the 
Greek success, in the strategic sense, 1s 
worth examining. On the right, in the 
Koritza sector, there is hardly much to be 
looked for beyond establishing a strong 
defensive flank resting on Lake Ochrida 
and the Yugo-Slav frontier. On the other 
flank, however, they are very distinct 
possibilities opening. An advance of 12-15 
miles into the southern tip of Albania 
would give possession of Santi Quaranta, 
Butrinto, and the mainland side of the 
northern Corfu Channel. This would be a 
sort of toe wedged into the slammed door 
of the Adriatic, and its importance cannot 
be over-estimated. The Greek advances 
towards Premeti and Argyrokastro, which 
have been reported, will probably be ex- 
ploited in this direction. 

The position in question is an ideal one 
for the British, from whence to develop 
aero-naval action against Italy in a broad 
way. It cannot be. supposed that its 
enormous potentialities have escaped 
them. The Greek fleet could be assembled 
here and reisforced by light units and 
aircraft. Corfu itself can be strongly 
fortified with relative ease; and strong 
ground exists on the mainland for occupy- 
ing as a bridge-head covering the Strait—

Dr. P. J. Stokes, Coroner for South Ti 
perary, assisted by a jury, at Newinn Gar 
Station this evening opened an inquest on 
Mary McCarthy, a há body was found on 
Thursday in a field at Marlhill. 

Sergeant Anthony Daly, of Newinn, gave 
evidence of identification, and said that 
Mary MeVarthy appeared to be aged about 
40 years. She was unmarried, and was of 
the servant class. She had six iHegitimate 
children living with her at Marlhill. 

Dr. McGrath, State Pathologist, stated 
that he had made a post-mortem examina- 
tion of the body, which he first saw lying 
©» its back in a field at Marlhill. It was 
| tified by Patrick McCarthy, who said 
teat he was a son of the deceased woman, 
After preliminary examination had been 
made, the body was moved to Newinn, where 
the post-mortem examination was made with 
the assistance of Dr. O’Connor, Cashel. The 
body was that of a well-built woman, aged 
about forty years. It was fully clothed. 


SEVERAL WOUNDS 


There were several wounds on the left 
shoulder and in the left side of the neck, 
due to pellets from a shotgun cartridge. 
One large wad was found in the clothin 
and one smaller in the hair. The main wa 
of pellets had made a torn wound into the 
left side of the neck, penetrating, among 
other tissues, the carotid artery, and finally 
impinging on and fracturing the spine. In 
the neck, just in front of the right ear, there 
was part of an entrance wound, with 
blackening of the skin in its neighbourhood. 
The entire face had been destroyed from 
the chin to the eyebrows.. There were 
numerous fractures of the skull. 


to be normal. Death, in his opinion, was 
due to shock and hemorrhage, due to the 
first wound described. 

Dr. James O'Connor, Cashel corroborated 
Dr. McGrath’s evidence, and, in reply to the 
Coroner, said that in his gpinion the body 
had lain at the place where it was found 
anything up to ten hours.

PROFESSOR: ERNEST W. 


MCBRIDE 


The death has taken place in London of 
Professor Ernest William McBride, F.R.S., 
M.A., D.Se., LL.D., F.Z.8., Professor of Zoo- 
logy in the Imperial College of Science, South 
Kensington, from 1913 to 1934, and Emeritus 
Professor’ since 1954. He was born in Belfast 
in 1866, and was educated at Queen’s College, 
Belfast, and St. John’s College, Cambridge. 
‘He was an exhibitioner and foundation scholar 
of St. John’s, and a B.Sc. of London Univer- 
sity.. In 1891 he obtained the B.A. degree 
in Cambridge, and became President of the 
Cambridge Union. After studying for a year 
at Naples he returned to take up a demon- 
stratorship in Cambridge in animal morpho- 
logy, and in the following year he was made 
a Fellow of St. John’s and obtained the 
Walsingham Medal for biological research. 
From 1897 to 1909 he was Strathcona Pro- 
fessor of Zoology in McGill University, 
Montreal, and in 1898 he was made a member 
of the American Society of Zoologists, He 
was Vice-president of the Zoological Society 
since 1913. He published numerous works on 
his special subjects. 


MR. WILLIAM H. WHYTE 


The death occurred yesterday, at the age 
of 55, of Mr. William H. Whyte, managing 
director of Messrs. Whyte and Sons, Ltd., 
South Great George’s street, Dublin, the well- 
known firm of china merchants. The firm is 
one of the oldest m the city, having been 
established in 1783, and has the distinction of 


being carried oa by members of the same 
family since that time. Mr. Whyte joined it 
in 1903, and with his brother, Mr. J. Whyte, 


maintained the family’s connection .with it. 
He was extremely popular in business circles 
in the city, and was recognised as an 
authority of old glass and china, his know- 
ledge in this connection having been often 
utilised by collectors.

Breeders of pedigree cattle in Northern 
Ireland are seriously concerned about the pro- 
posed rationing of cattle feeding-stuffs and 
the possible effect of the scheme on pure-bred 
herds. 

At a meeting of the Cattle Committee of 
the Royal Ulster Agricultural Society in Bel- 
fast to-day the view was expressed that no 

rovision was made for cattle other than 

airy cows, producing grades A, B and C 
milk. 

A resolution, which was adopted, stated :— 
““Should. the scheme be carried into opera- 
tion in this form it will have a most disas- 
trous effect. on pure-bred herds, which form 
the foundation of the country’s _live-stock, 
and. will. hasten the disappearance of such 
herds from Northern Ireland. Breeders in 
this part of the British Isles have spent enor- 
mous sums of money in the purchase of high- 
class stock for the building up and maintain- 
ing.of pedigree herds, and it will be nothing 
short of a national ‘calamity should’ these 
herds be allowed to become further depleted. 
The meeting, therefore, urges that some con- 
sideration should be given in the scheme to 
the requirements of pedigree cattle, especially 
in the case of younger animals, to ensure 
growth and reproductiveness. In making 
these representations the breeders appreciate 
fully the necessity for maintaining the milk 
supply and for providing for pigs and 
poultry.”

EFFECTS OF DOMINATION 


Dr. Moody then reviewed the effects of 
Napoieon’s domination in the countries of 
his conquest. It brought to Belgium and 
Holland the social and administrative 


-| benefits of the revolution and the introduc- 


tion of the French legal codes, but it also 
brought bitter experience of Napoleon’s ruth- 
less extortions. The main result, however, 
was that the old provincial - jealousies, 
neuer the Dutch, were trariscended by a 
new and passionate sense of national unity 
which inspired them, in 1813, to take the 
initiative in expelling the French and re- 
calling the Prince of ‘Orange. The modern 
history of Holland as a unitary State under 
the hereditary rule of the House of Orange 
began with that event. Similarly, in Switzer- 
Jand, the Act of Mediation, introduced by 
Napoleon, proved to be the starting point for 
the modern ‘development of that country. 

In Italy, before Napoleon’s conquest, there 
was no active consciousness of national unity, 
and the relations of the various principalities 
in that country were marked by jealousy and 
suspicion. This politically disintegrated and 
apathetic Italy experienced at Napoleon’s 
hands a series of electric shocks which trans- 
formed the whole political and social system. 
Instead of ten petty States she was eventually 
organised into three political divisions, closely 
drawn together under Napoleon’s controlling 
hand. All the familiar benefits of Napoleon’s 
rule were present in abundance, and they 
made a IE. AE impression on the middle- 
class Italians. Italian trade began to stir, 
and education was actively promoted. But 
the Italians had to pay for these exciting 
novelties in the tribute of men and treasure 
that Napoleon exacted. Napoleon, however, 
did not hesitate to flout and insult the 
national sentiment of the Italians when it 
pleased him to do so. 


RESULT IN GERMANY 


In so far as Germany meant anything prior 
to 1789, it meant the Holy: Roman Empire. 
It was the loosest example of a loose con- 
federation, comprising some 300 States of all 
sizes and descriptions, with Austria and 
Prussia its most powerful members. It was 
a territorial patchwork that defied descrip- 
7 Napoleon’s interference in Germany had 
twd main results—the reconstitution of” the 
political map and the awakening of German 
nationalism. 

The German States were reduced’ to under 
40, and, with the suppression of the Holy 
Roman Empire, Napoléon was free to 
reorganise Germany according to his own 
designs. He established the Confederation 
of the Rhine, from which Austria and Prus- 
sia were excluded. That Confederation was 
swept away on Napoleon’s downfall, but his 
internal simplification of Germany’s political 
boundaries was, in the main, retained. Napo- 
leon taught Germans to work together, and 
he gave them, as he gave the Italians on a 
smaller scale, a glimpse of a German unity 
in practical shape. As in Italy, but to a 
greater degree, he stimulated national self- 
consciousness by way of repulsion from his 
tyranny. 


DISILLUSIONMENT IN FRANCE 


Dr. Moody. told of the growing disillusion- 
ment of the French people in regard to Napo- 
leon’s imperial ambitions, and of their rest- 
lessness at the demand on their man power— 
he called 2,613,000 men to the colours during 
his rule. He failed in his plans to invade 
Great Britain and in his economic blockade. 
Another fatal mistake was his treatment of 
Spain, whose national self-respect, and, more 
important still, religious sense, he outraged 
by his treatment of the Pope. Her control 
of the sea enabled Great Britain to land an 
expeditionary force im the Peninsula, and 
from 1808 onwards Napoleon was waging a 
losing battle, though in his folly he never 
seemed to realise it. What definitely turned 
the scale, however, was the breach with the 
Russians, which came as the logical result 
of his reckless policy of trying to enforce 
the continental blockade. The Russian cam- 
paign was the first major disaster, and it 
released all the smouldering national hatred 
In the end, the Napoleonic 
Empire was overthrown by the combined 

ressure of Russia, Prussia, Austria, on the 

orth-East, and Great Britain on the South. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer, 
Dr. T. Gillman Moorhead said that history 
taught them to be philosophical, but it was 
not an exact science. It helped them to 
understand the present, but it certainly did 
not help them to foretell the future. A 
famous historian had said: ‘All history 
should begin with a maxim, and end with a 
moral.” Events, however, were crowding 
on them so rapidly at present that they had 
no time for speculation, or for drawing a 
moral from past history. |

EXCAVATION AT 
BALLYGARRAN 


Situated on high ground in open fields at 
Ballygarran, five miles south of Waterford. 
is a site recorded on the Ordnance maps as 
a disused burial ground, and marked by some 
piles of stones and a rude cross-inscribed 
pillar. 

To all appearance the place was an almost 
defaced rath or ring-fort, and the excavation, 
supervised for. the Commissioners of Publt 
Works by Mr. M. J. Bowman, as an emplo;- 
ment scheme, confirmed this impression. 

That the fort was used by iron-workers 
became clear during the excavation, conside! 
able quantities being found all over it, an! 
what seems to have been a furnace being also 
disclosed. A stone-lined well was also found, 
a most unusual feature almost unique in forts. 
The principal interest of the ia teeter, Is 
the use of a part of it, cut off from the res! 
by stone fences, as a church site. In this pa't 
were found the holes in which stood the 
round timber wall-posts of what was, almost 
certainly, a small church. The Irish anna's 
give more than one reference to the building 
of churches of wood and wattles (wicker 
work) by famous saints in the early centuries. 
It was, indeed, the natural building materi: 
in well-wooded country. None of these 
perishable buildings remain, nor had certain 
traces of churches of the kind come to haill. 
Ballygarran seems to be the first yet found. 

: In addition to the rough pillar stone bear- 
ing a simple equal-armed cross, another sma! 
stone was found, also inscribed with a more 
elaborate, but still quite simple, cross. These 
crosses may be as early as the fifth or seventh 
centuries. 

_The few burials found, one a long shaped 
cist, another a single skull burial in a small 
stone-lined cist or box, suggest that the 
church site was only in use for a short pero.

ADDRESS BY ARCHBISHOP 


; OF DUBLIN 
eS SIAR 


When men indulged in this utter madness 
of war some people were inclined to ask if 
it was worth while to carry on work which 
would better the world, said the Archbishop 
of Dublin (the Most Rev. Dr. A. W. Barton, 
D.D.), speaking at the Diocesan Intermediate 
School for Girls, Adelaide road, Dublin, when 
he distributed the prizes yesterday. The 
answer, he continued, was definitely yes. 
There was a new world to be built, and it 
was young people alone who could build it. 
They were living in an age of marvellous 
inventions, but did these inventions really 
matter? It was not the outside things, such 
as Rolls Royces, aeroplanes or wireless, that 
were important, but the inside things which 
were the characters of boys and girls. 

Dr. Barton congratulated the headmistress, 
her staff, and everyone concerned on their 
excellent work during the year. What struck 
him most was the variety of the occupations 
undertaken by the girls, who seemed to be 
proficient in everything from dancing to cake- 
making. He congratulated also the girls and 
boys of the school for having raised the sum 
of four guineas out of their own pockets for 
the Athlone fund. 

Miss M. Latimer, B.A., headmistress, said, 
in her report, that the year had been a very 
heartening one, notwithstanding the unsettled 
conditions. Of the nine pupils entered for 
the intermediate examinations, six passed 
with honours, two passed, and one girl 
failed in Irish, although gaining honours 
in many other subjects. Sixty-four 
out of sixty-seven obtained passes in 
the General Synod examination in religious 
knowledge, and fifty-five of these gained 
prizes. Equally good results were. obtained 
in -other examinations, which included the 
Presbyterian General Assembly, the Royal 
Irish Academy of Music, the Royal Drawing 
Society, Alexandra College entrance, and the 
Dublin and Alliance Gas Company examina- 
tions. 

In May they had held their usual ceilidhe, 
and during the afternoon the pupils presented 
several plays in Irish, one of which had been 
written by Mrs. de Valera. Exhibitions of 
Irish folk dances were also given, and these 
were witnessed by Mrs. de Valera, who com- 
mended the pupils. All sports were well 
supported during the year, but Miss Lambert 
expressed t that the school had no field 
of its own. Their efforts towards physical 
training, which was becoming of national im- 
portance, was seriously hampered by this 
deficiency. 

Miss Lambert thanked her staff for their 
co-operation, and her pupils for their support. 
The proceedings were concluded by songs 
by the senior and junior choirs, and 
Benediction. © :

ALLEGED STATEMENTS 


A statement by Kevin Walsh was alleged 
to have described how when “ hanging about 
Meath stree:’’ he met Ned Reilly, Joe 
Brown, Willie Ryan and J. Coady, who told 
him they were going to Baldoyle and asked 
him to go. Three taxi cars came along and 
a crowd got into them, he being with Murphy, 
Brown, Coady and Ryan. On the way Murphy 
said that they were going to have a row. On 
the course there was a rush and a row started, 
He saw Winters there with his head bleed- 
ing. He did not know who paid for the 
taxis. 

In an alleged statement by Joseph Brown, 
the prisoner stated that he was in a taxi 
with Tom Curtis, Ned Reilly, Kevin Walsh 
and another couple of fellows, some of the 
crowd having sticks, bars of bicycles, bits of 
iron and bottles. On the way to Baldoyle 
they said they were going to have a row with 
another gang, and before sl started they 
-had five or six pinta in n publichouse in the 
Coombe. He did not know who had paid 
for it. 

Another prisoner, Peter Kennedy, was 
alleged to have told the police that he went 
to Baldoyle with Donoghue, Craven, Curtis 
and Boyd in a taxi, and on the way he was 
told that they were going to give the 
Gardiner street gang a hiding. 

Superintendent P. Cronin said that Guard 
P. McGillion, Kevin street, identified James 
Winters and said: ‘‘That man had a 
butcher’s knife in his hand. He made a rush 
at a man and the crowd surrounded them.’’ 
Winters in a statement said: ‘‘ When the 
knife was stuck in my finger I took it out. 
That was when the Guards saw me with the 
knife.”

As each prisoner was asked to plead he 
remained seated and had to be lifted to his 
feet by warders. 

All ‘seemed to be liberally supplied with 
chewing-gum, whieh they masticated while 
the jury was being sworn.

THE CHARGES 


The lengthy indictment charged the men 
with membership of an illegal organisation ;

They were further charged with conspiracy 
to levy war against the Ring, and with con- 
spiracy to dethrone His Majesty. 


CASE FOR PROSECUTION 


Mr. William Beattie, K.C., who, with Mr. 
J. G. Dougherty (instructed by Dr. J. 8. V. 
Mills), appeared for the Crown, said that 
the very long indictment could be boiled 
down to a very few sentences. The accused 
men were charged under the Treason Felony 
Act, 1848, with conspiracy to depose the King 
and to levy war against the King for the 
purpose of compelling him to alter his 
counsel.: In addition to documentary evi- 
dence, the jury would have evidence of con- 
spiracy, which was an overt act. It would 
be in evidence before the jury that there 
was at the present time, and had been for 
years past, an illegal association in existence, 
and evidence would be given that one of the 
documents found by the police in some of 
their raids set out the objects and activities 
of the organisation. 7 

The document went on to state the means 
by which the organisation was to achieve its 
objects. 

if the jury came to the conclusion that the 
prisoners were members of that organisation, 
and were trying to further its objects, they 
should find the prisoners guilty. It was not 
necessary that the prisoners should appear 
in arms. Conspiracy was the gist of the 
offence. 


THE GETTY STREET RAID 


Counsel went on to detail the results of a 
policé raid at 19 Getty street on August 15, 
1940, when twelve of the prisoners were 
found inside, and the others outside, the 
house. The prisoner McMenemy was shot on 
the occasion in the yard of the house. An 
automatic pistol and documents were found 
in the house, and one of the latter 
referred to a staff meeting of the 
organisation, dealing with training, arms, 
arms, dumps, parades and such things, and 
there was a special communication dated 
August 15 from the Belfast Battalion, show- 
ing that recruiting for the organisation was 
going on. 


POLICE EVIDENCE 


Evidence given by Head Constable Murphy 
and the members of a police raiding party 
told of the raid on the house at 19 Getty 
street on August 15, 1940, as referred to by 
counsel, McMenemy, it was stated, was shot 
as he tried to escape over the yard wall of 
‘the house. 

Head Constable White, who had charge of 
a party of police in Cairns street, engaged in 
cutting off the retreat from the house in 
Getty street, said that two men climbed over 
the yard wall of the Getty street house and 
were halted, but failed to stop, and shots 
were fired.. -McMenemy and Dalzell were 
found in 17 Getty street, McMenemy being 
wounded. 

The silence of the prisoners was broken b 
McMenemy, who asked questions about his 
position on the wall at the time of the shoot- 
ing, and added: “ He's telling a lot of lies.”’ 

Asked if he wished to ask a corroborative 
witness anything, McMenemy said: “ What's 
the use? I must be an octopus, I have so 
many arms.” 

Constable J. Taylor testified to finding 
during a raid at Lincoln street on January 
15, 1937, a document setting out the constitu- 
tion and objects of the illegal organisation, 
as stated by Mr. Beattie in his opening 
speech.

Many people in this country 
are taking advantage of the new facilities, 
but it is stated that while the messages to 
Jersey will be sent at almost normal speed, 
it is unlikely that replies will come for at 
least a ge | of months. : 
Lord Portsea, in a letter to The Times 
this week, says: “I received letters from 
Jersey, dated August 29th, through Switzer- 
land, which say that ‘the people are well 
treated, and the soldiery quiet and orderly 
....? Meat, sugar, and a few other items 
are rationed . . . . sufficient money in the 
banks . . . . wireless from the mainland 
permitted ... All my personal friends 
well, but all on the Islands longing for names 
of loved ones, and this they cannot obtain.
